”No regular financial assistance has been given by the 
Government of India. Assistance has, however, been 
given from private sources occasionally. The lady 
was not willing to receive any regular financial 
assistance.

As regards parts (b) and (e) of the question, 
a similar question was answered in the Lok Sabha on the 
8th May 1953, and pother question in the Rajya Sabha 
on the 3rd December 1953, On the 8th May 1953, the P.M’ a 
reply was as follows: 

“Government are informed that the lady (Frau Scherikl) 
was invited to come to India, but. she preferred to 
stay on in Vienna. Proposals were also made to give 
her financial help. Some help was occasionally given 
from private sources, but the lady was not willing to 
receive any such financial assistance regularly”. 

In reply to siipplementaries the P.M. added: 


"I find some difficulty in answering these questions 
because there are certain delicacies aboiff' them. So 
far as the Government of India are concerned we have 
known about this for the last 3 or 4 years and we have 
been anxious to do everything in our power to help, 
to invite and do everything, but not to do anything 
which might perhaps not be welcomed on the other side* 
And we drew the attention of the members of the family 
at the earliest moment: and they have dealt with the 
matter separately and directly, and In so far as I 
know.

In October 1950, the late Shri Dhiru Bhal 
Desai, then our Minister to Switzerland, had reported 
that he had helped the family of Shri Subha s Chandra 
Bose on several occasions. 

Shri Amiya Nath Bose, son of late 
Shri Sarat Chandra Bose, was permitted to send 
Rs.900/- per quarter with effect from July 1952 
to his aunt. 

Later, in October 1952, the Prime Minister 
gave a cheque for £100/- which was sent to Mrs Bose 
through our Legation in Vienna. 

Early in 1954 it was decided to set 
aside a sum of Ss,2 lakhs in some kind of a trust 
for the daughter of Shri Bose, The money comes 
from non-official sources and is being handled by 
the All India Congress Committee office. It has been 
arranged to send Ss. 1,500/- per quarter to Mrs. Bose, 
the amount representing, roughly, the interest 
accruing from the trust money. Payments are since 
being made through our Legation in Vienna to Mrs. Bose.
